ALIENS WELL BEHAVED. 


Toroato’s Four Thousaad Are Giving 
Scareely Any Trouble. 

Of the 4,000 or more alien enemies 
within the jurisdiction of Colonel 
Grasett, C.M.G., in Toronto, and for 
whom Detective Inspector Kennedy 
and his men, Murray, Maurer, and 
Hess, are responsible, only 162 since 
the outbreak of the war have failed 
to abide by the proclamation of the 
Privy Council of Canada made on the 
outbreak of war, under which alien 
enemies were accorded the respect 
and consideration due peacefal and 
law-abiding citizens if they did not 
engage In acts of esptonage, engage 
or attempt to engage im acts of a 
hostile nature, or give or attempt to 
give information to the enemy, or 
coptravene any law, order-in-Council, 
or proclamation. 

Of the 162 who have been sent to 

ag frem Toronto, not one 
Was guilty of an act of an hostile 
nature, says Inspector Kennedy. Dur- 
ing the period of depression which 
immediately followed the outbreak of 
the war many themselves informed 
the police that they were destitute, 
appeared before the magistrate the 


| following day, and then were sent to 


the Internment camp. Others, during 
intoxicated moments, voiced sedi- 
tious remarks, and some im angry 
moments made threats of violence. 
A few Germans have made feeble at- 
tempts to gather information. 

These facts of the conduct of alien 
enemies within his jurisdiction ex- 
plains just why Inspector Ke: 
Tefuses to advocate as yet the in- 
ternmeat of alien enemies. At 
ent some who were sent te the North- 
ern Ontario camps during the early 
months of the war have taken advan- 
tage of second courtesy and are at 
Uberty tn Toronto so long as they re- 
port to the registrar. 

The willingness. of Bulgars and 
Turks to fall in line with the Privy 
Council's proclamation may. be ex- 
Plained by some of their stories as 
told to Detective Murray of the atro- 
cities of the Balkan campaigns. . The 
fallure of some of the educated Ger- 
mans and Austrians to take advan- 
tage of the freedom under the procia- 


mation may be due to the activities any 


of the three officers Murray, Maurer, 
and Hees. é 

&s a police officer, Inspector Ken- 
medy advances some reasons for dis- 
cretion regarding the circulation of 
stories of attempts to destroy build- 
tugs and other hostile acts. In every 
community, he says, thére is an ele- 
ment-which will take advantage of 
such a situation. There is just a 
possibility that others than allen ene- 
mies may cover some crime ‘against 
an insurance company by means of 
these stories. He points out juries or 
judges will accept only the strongest 


evidence before they will register. a},

The danger to buildings, the de- 
struction of which might materially 
assist the central powers, lies to a 
far greater extent’ from without as 
the police now see it, than from with- 
tn, Canada. Practically all known 
hostile acta or attempts weye com- 
mitted or engineered by persons re- 
aiding outside Canadian borders. The 
attempt at Vanceboro and the Wind- 
sor outrages are the only recorded 
hostile or attempted acts in Canada, 
so the police say.

The weed which grows in such 
abundance in the Sargasso Sea, 
which Is called “gulf-weed,” is used 
Very largely for pickling and as 
salads. On the coast of Pembroke a 
very considerable Industry Is the ga- 
thering of laver, a seaweed used for 
food. The\Javer gatherers camp out 
in huts, colléct and dry the laver, and 
send it to the Swansea markel, and it 
is sold In the West-end of London as 
a delicacy in winter. 

“It is purple when fresh, but black 
when you buy it, and sometimes like 
thin liquorice to look at. It can 
made Into little rolls, dusted wi 
oatmeal and fried. Pickled with pep- 
per and vinegar amd oil, or with 
lemon-Juice, it is excellent.” 

Dulse and tangle are two of the 

f best kown edible: seaweeds. Dulse 

has really been found a very valu- 
able food in the North, and the Ice- 
landers boil it In milk and salt_it 
down in casks. 

Tangle or “tankle” is a well- 
known old-fashioned Edinburgh 
dainty, the young stalks being very 
gelatinous and nutritious.

According to Lord Rothschild, 
there are 230,000 Jews in the United 
Kingdom, and out of this number at 
least 17,000 are now in the British 
Army and Navy, while it is stated 
that over half a million Jews are 
Gghting in the several armies of the 
Allied forces, and shedding their 
blood with the bravest and best of 
thelr comradea-in-arms. 

Great numbers are in the ranks of 
the Russian army, and such bravery 
have they displayed that very many 
of them have been awarded commis- 
sions, as well as being decorated with 
the most coveted honors.

In a November 
blizzard 200 men died from expos- 
ure; more than ten thousand sick 
were sent to the hospital. The pro- 
gress of the Hellea evacuation was 
delayed by the weather, and the loss 
of a large horse ship sunk by a 
French battleship. On the evening 
of January 8 the warship Prince 
George, which had embarked two 
thousand men, was struck by a tor- 
pedo from an enemy submarine, 
which failed to explode.” 

General Munro pays a tribute to 
General Birdwood and all engaged 
in the evacuation, and also explains 
how be urged the French command- 
er, General Sarrail, to withdraw 
from Serbia.

Its Origin an Enigma 


Olive, the plant that yields the best olive ofl 
of commerce, is found’in France and Italy. 
There is a diversity of opinion as to where the 
first olive treese' grew; some claim Asia and 
others Africa, as its native soil. It is first men- 
tloned in the Scriptures at the time of the flood, 
when Noah sent forth a dove and it returned 
with an olive branch, denoting the recession of 
the waters. ef . 

Migratory birds, it is held, carried the seeds 
into the Mediterranean region, where, in its wild 
state, it grew into a small tree called the Olea- 
strum, which is credited with, an antiquity dat- 
ing back to the days of Republican Rome. 

Thet ree grows to a height of from 20.to 
25 feet, with long, narrow leaves, green and 
smooth on top, and white and silvery under- 
neath. The broad-leafed olive trees of Spain 
bear a larger fruit than the narrow-leaved 
French and Italian trees, but it is of a more bit- 
ter flavor and the oil of ranker quality. 

In April or May the tree blossoms. These 
blossoms grow in clusters like grapes, and an

great damage can be done the.olives. The fruit 
when ripe, is, by the careful. grower, picked by} 
hand and deposited in cloths or baskets for con- 
veyance to the mill; but in some localities, the! 
olives are beaten down with poles, the boughs’ 
of the trees shaken, or the fruit allowed to drop 
naturally, often lying upon the ground until the! 
convenience of the grower permits their remov- 
al. Much of the inferior imported olive oil owes 
its quality to the carelessness of the owner of 
the orchard. ‘ 


Pure, Virgin Olive Ol! 


Olives grown in a warm, mild climate, at a 
height of say 2,000 feet above sea level, mature 
and produce a mild, delicious ofl, whereas the 
oil from olives grown in ‘a low, hot climate, is 
prone to rancify in the fruit while upon the trees 
thus producing that acidity which is so notice- 
able in much of the oil one purchases on this 
side of the water. 

The first pressing of the fruit is the best, 
and is what is generally known in the trade as 
“pure, virgin oil.” It may b’ safely presumed 
that the process of “‘expressing”’—or pressing—| 
was first applied ‘to the preparation of olive oil, 
the first woman packing them in a sack, andj 
heaping stones upon them, being considered the 
fore-runner of inventors of the presses that sub- 
sequently came into use. ; . 

- As a preliminary operation, the fruit {s first 
freed from the dust and sand’ by sifting In an

moves‘all particles of pulp and settling it in 
underground glass reservoirs. The oil is then 
skimmed, all the impurities remaining in the 
water below, after which it is put up in bottles, 
carboys or casks for-export. 

By presing in the cold, only a portion of the 
oil or fat is recovered. A further quantity is ob- 
tained by expressing the pulp again at a tem- 
perature of 55 degrees Fahrenheit. This oil is 
allowed to stand until the impurities have set- 
tled to the bottom of the vessel, when It is fil 
tered through muslin cloths into casks. ° It is in 
this condition that much of the olive oll is re- 
ceived in this country, where it is subjected to 
an additional filtering prior to being placed upon 
the market: It is thus that oils of the “second 
eau rcentony and “third expression” are ob- 
tained. 


Ancients Held It In Esteem 


Among the southern natieves of Antiquity, 
the olive became not only an emblem of. peace, 


early Greeks, olive oil was distin- 
guished as an important article of the diet as 
well for its external use. The Romans used 
it largely in cookery; the wealthy as an indis- 
pensable adjunct to the tollet; and in the luxuri- 
ous days of the later Empire, it became afavorite 
axiom thta long and extended life depended upon 
two fluids—“wine within and oil without.” 
Pliny vaguely describes fifteen varieties of olives 
cutivated In his day, the one called “Lucinian” 
being held in great esteem, and the oll obtained 
from it as Venafrum, in Campania, the best 
known to Roman connoisseurs. 


General Uses of Olive OIL 


Besides its use in the kitchen, olive oil has 
many important medicinal qualities. Nature 
furnishes us with many cures for the successful 
treatment of diseases, and if we but study her 
methods instead. of following fads, the result 
will be a greater progress in building up resist- 
ance and immunity'from disease. Ati 

Pure olive oil has’a very favorable influence 
upon the evcessive formation of acid in the 
stomach. It relieves pain and possesses a high- 
ly nutritive value. As a laxative for infants is 
is without a peer. It is used as an antidote in 
cases of acid poisoning; asa local neutral pro- 
tective from the atmosphere; in place of lard, 
suet, etc.; as an unction to increase the fat of the 
body; to reduce the heat of the skin; combined 
with morphine, camphor, ete., it is applied to 
burns, wounds and\bruies, and forms the..base 
of many liniments;to allay the pain of insect 
bites;. warmed in the ear, to destroy insects. 

Dr. H: H. Rutherford, medical department 
of the United States Army, has given some atten- 
tion to the theory of olive ofl in cases of chron’ 
dysentery. ‘ According to his statement, experi. 
ment has shown that olive of] increases the flow 
of watery bile, which acts as an intestinal an- 
tiseptic. nl. cases of dysentery, where ofl has 
been administered, the amount of bile in the 
fece has been increased; the numberof bowel 
movements decreasd and Improvd in, character; 
there ahs been a gradual cessation of the ‘signs 
of fermentation in the intestinal tract along with 
the subsidence of pain and tenderness.

The only really cheerful soul on 
the Government alde’ is R. B. Ben- 
nett of Calxary who played safe in 
his last speech, when he hinted at 
dead reputations, post mortems, and 
things like that. His idea seems to 
be that the Government ts dissolute 
enough to call for dissolution. As 
Katiska observes in the Mikado, 
“there’s a fascination frantic in) a 
ruin that’s romantic, and I think I 
am suficiently decayed.” At the 
back of R. B.'s speech there was 
probably the reflection that the re- 
mains have been kept too long al- 
ready. At all events nearly all the 
Conservative colonels inthe House 
bave blossomed out once more in 
their khaki. The intention may be 
to give the Government a military. 
funeral. —H.P.G.

Lieut.-Col. Du as a son of the | 
late Colonel Duff*police magistrate 
of Kingston, Ont., and a nephew of 
the late Sir Oliver Mowat.

The following inexpressibly beautiful tribute to the memory 
of the late Horace EB, Yeomans was received by Dr. Yeomans from 
his Nfe-long friend” Waer S. Herrington, K.C., Napanee. At 
the request of the editor of The Ontario it has been given publi- 
city. Mr. Herrington himself has a son serving at the front. 

~ I wonld feel that I was very remiss in my duty if I neglected 
the opportunity of paying my last tribute of respect to the 
memory of the brave young man whose sudden taking off we all 
so sincerely lament. 5 

We havo all sustained a loss. We all feel sad and sorrowful 
would like to impress upon those.upon whom this blow falls with 
such a heavy hand that we are prepared to share their grief and 
would gladly lighten their burden of sorrow. Few, if any, of 
us are capable of entering those sacred precincts where sorrow 
sits enthroned and maintain complete mastery over our own feel- 
ings. That moment that a sympathetic grief takes possession of 
our hearts it has a tendency to expel all other feelings and powers 
of expression. It is but another evidence of the complete mas- 
tery of death over all things mortal. In its presence we can do 
lutle but bow our heads in humble submission. It is only when 
we look beyond the grave and endeavor to follow the course of 
the Soul in its progress in the great hereafter that we can rise 
triumphant over the Grim Reaper. 

Our human efforts to assuage the crushed and bleeding 
hearts are of little avail. With the best intentions we approach 
our troubled friends to find in oar helplessness that the most we 
can do is to give them a warm clasp of the hand and utter a 
few broken, common-place phrases intended to express our sym- 
pathy. Trifling as these may appear the heart bowed down with 
grief finds in them some solace and comfort; but I take it that 
the silent and almost unconscious prayer that accompanies those 
outward signs of sorrow and, sympathy reaches out from one 
heart to another and is the real source of the comfort received. 

Viewed from our common worldly standpoint there is a sad- 
ness about death that no sophistry can dispel. Even in the case 
of the tired and weary traveller whose journey through life has 
already passed the allotted mit and to whom death inthe ab- 
stract would be regarded as a release from the cares of a troubled 
world; still it is sad. 

"So long as there was life, there was the shrine before which 
we knelt with reverence and love, the outward. visible manifesta- 
tion of the soul which it contained; but when that soul had fied, 
there was left to us the empty case. In the presence of death 
there is a sensation of overpowering loneliness, a groping in the 
dark for something that has fled from us. 

The passing away Of a young man or young woman {is more 
distressing still, If as In the case before us the life is one that 
was full of hope and promise, our first impulse is to rebel against 
the will of the Almighty and ask “Why should this be?” It is but 
natural that we should so ery out in the agony of our soul. The 


“same question was asked by our Saviour upon the cross of Cal- 


vary. 
* Our faith is put to the severest test if that young and promis- 
ing life was given yoluntarily in a just and righteous cause. 
He voluntarily gave his life that the principles of democracy 
might prevail throughout the world. -He died defending that 
grand old flag under whose protecting folds civilization and Chris- 
tianity have been carried to the remotest parts of the earth. He 
died for justice and the freedom of Mankind. 

This is but one of the many sacrifices that are being made 
today in order that we may retain the priceless heritage pur- 
chased by the blood of Britain's best manhood shed on many a 
battlefield during the past nine hundred years. We who survive 
to enjoy these privileges have a duty to perform. Our full duty 
has not been discharged when we have paid our homage to the 
dead and exhausted our resources in our efforts to soothe the 
bereaved. There are many lessons that we may learn from these 
sacrifices on our behalf. 

1. How sweet is the memory of the man who has lived an 
honorable life and died a noble death! This insipiring thought 
should have its effect upon us in our dally walk; If not, then one 
of the lessons to be derived from this sad event has been lost 

2. Another thought that suggests Itself to my mind at the 
present moment is,—There is no victory quite so ennobling as the 
victory over self. Selfishness and patriotism cannot lodge in the* 
same breast. One of the: besetting sins of Canadians has been 
selfishness. We see it manifested, often by questionable means, in 
the world of commerce in the mad rush after riches. We see It 
in our national and municipal affairs where we find the great 
mass of the people so bent on furthering thelr own personal ends 
that they have no time to devote to matters of general public 
interest. How few of us have in the past given that ald and en- 
couragement that we could and should have given to the religi-

for the money one feels free to spend. The spirit 
of thrift is opposd to waste on the one hand and 
to recklessness on the other. 

“It does not involve stinginess, which is 
abuse of throift, nor does it require that each 
item of savings should be a financial invest- 
ment. The money that is spent in the educa- 
tion of one’s slf or of his family, in travel, in 
musie or art, or helpfulness to others, if it 
brings real return in personal development or 
in better understanding of the world we live in, 
is in accord with the spirit of thrift. 

The world’s greatest exponent of thrift by 
preept and example, was Benjamin Franklin. 
In his “Poor Richard’s Almanac” for 1737 he 
gave the following advice, which has been re- 
peated countless times since his day. He called 
it “Hints to those who would be rich.” 

“The use of money is all the advantage 
there is in having’ money. 

“He that sells on credit asks a preie for 
what he sells equivalent to the principal and 
interest of his money for the time he is likely to 


Unless the evidence of men of success in 
business is “perjured testimony,” th only great 
difficulty in the way of enjoying life’s blessings 
rests in the first stages. -If one will persist in 
saving until’the savings amount to something, 
one’s interest and self-confidence grows strong- 
r—and the habit of thrift is formed. 

“Thrift,” recently remarked Mr. Edward A. 
Brooks, president of the National Association of 
Life Underwriters, ‘is niether miserliness nor 
niggard parsimony; nor does it mean th absence 
of pleasure. It is indeed the thrifty, saving. 
provident persons who not only have pleasures 
and enjoyments, but can continue to have them.” 

Prodigality and wastefulness does not neces- 
sarily mean pleasure even for the present, and 
probably none for the future. Thrift means the 
getting of a dollar’s worth of pleasure from the 
expenditure of a dollar, and not the wasteful at- 
titude of spending money that tomorrow we 
would'be glad to have returned to us.

They 
cut the wires, battered the instru- 
ments to:pleces with axes, wrecked 
the engines, the refrigerator, and the 
electric light plant, and after doing 
all the wanton damage and stealing 
everything they could lay their thiev-} 
ing hands on, dowm to the very 
stamps, decamped in a hurry, 
Were the staff downhearted? Well, 
perbaps for a bit, but not for very 
long. They set to work at once to 
Fe-establish communication. 
Now, fishing up a broken cable 
from the bottom of the sea Is a ter- 
rific job. _A cable of this sort has a 
core of copper weighing about 650 
bs. to the mile, which is insulated 
with 400 Ibs. weight of guttapercha. 
With the steel wire protecting it, the 
eadic welghs something lke four 
tons to the mile. 
A very, special grapnel is used for 
catching and raising it, but Mr. Hugh 
Greig, one’ of the staff, without any 
previous experience of cable repair- 
. improvised an ordinary pickare 
as grapnel. He succeeded in raising 
both ends of the cut cable to the sur- 
face, where they were attached to 
rafts made of planks and barrels. 
The two ends were then connected | 
by means of ordinary covered wire, 
and within fifteen days communica- 
tion was again established with Suva. 
Deep-sea cables: are constantly 
coming to grief. A marine worm 
called the limnoria and a shellfish 
with the terrible name of xylophaga 
are both given to devouring the hemp 
and guttapercha which protect the 
copper wire. A single méal of the; 
limnoria has been known.to cost & 
cable company as much as seven 
thousand pounds. 

Fish of species unknown some- 
times bite cables. They must bave 
fearful jaws, for the steel wires have 
been fourd crushed-dat, with pieces 
of teeth still sticking in them, 

Whales sometimes get tangled in 
cables. One was fished up by a re- 
pairing ship in the Persian Gulf, and 
the odor of the monstrous mass of 
decaying fiesh nearly poisoned the 
whole crew. Earthquakes, submarine 
eruptions, icebergs—all . these may 
and do break cables; while some- 
times half the trans-Atlantic cables 
have been out of use at the same 
time owing to the carelessness of; 
trawlers.

Spoofing an Editor. 


There are tricks in every ‘trade, 
and astory told by Mr. Malcolm 
Stark, in “The Pulse of the World— 
Fleet Street Memories” (SkefMfington) 
illustrates the subterfuges which 
have been employed by journalists of 
Fleet Street. 

Such was the Interest taken in the 
execution at Newgate of Wainwright, 
the murderer of Harriet Lane tn 
Whitechapel in 1874, that a provin- 
cial newspaper determined to issue a 
special edition giving an account of 
the last scene—a remarkable piece of 
enterprise in those days.

“This friend forthwith proceeded 
to a haunt of the ‘liners.’

It was 
sold for two guineas, coupled with 
the condition that a descriptivé re- 
port would be furnished to the 
‘liner,’ who had engaged to do it for 
a country paper. The ingenious 
friend reterned In great glee to his 
companion, 

“The special edition was a verk- 
able triumph; and a young man, who 
was not in Newgate at all, prepared 
an.elaborate descriptive report for 
the other paper! Three days after 
the ‘liner’ told me in a fit of Jaughter 
that he had received a most cordial |
